Up tv. the present tim*, a* ii well kaoau, 
tbe electric light ba* been used only for light­ 
houses, as an electric sun illumination tor sig­ 
n a l, or .#0 tbe stage, where a strong light may 
be required wit boot regwrd to coit; hut thus 
far it bas been quite impossible to employ it 
tor lighting streets or boost*.1 By tbe old 
method tbe electric spark Was passed I et ween 
two points of charcoal, eachjattached to a cop­ 
per wire connected with an electric-magnetic 
machine. The disadvantages attending this 
mode consisted lQ tbe fact that for each light 
a separate machine was required, ond that tbe 
light so obtained, although very powerful, was 
impossible to be regulated, betides being non­ 
continuous, owing to the rapid consumption 
of the charcoal points from exposure to the 
air. 
AU three difficulties Mr. A Ladignin, of 
St. Petersburg, Russia, has tried, and appar­ 
ently overcome most successfully. 
By this 
newly-iavented method only one piece of char­ 
coal or other bad conductor Is required, whirb, 
being attached to a Wire connected with an 
electro-magnotke machina, is pieced la a gla*s 
tube, from which the air is exhausted aud re­ 
placed by • gas which will not at a high tem­ 
perature combine ohoodcally with tbe char­ 
coal 
This tube is then hermetically sealed, 
and the machine being jiet in motion by means 
of a •-mall steam-engine, the charcoal becomes 
gradually and equally heated, and emits a soft, 
steady, and continuous light, which, by a 
most simple contrivance, can tie strengthened 
or weakened at the option of those employing 
it, Its duration being dependent solely on the 
electric cflrreut, which, of course, w ill last a* 
long at the machine is kept in motion. 
Tak­ 
ing into consideration the fact that one ma­ 
chine, worked by a small threw-boree jiower 
engine, is capable of lighting many hundreds 
of lanterns, It Is evident that an enormous ad­ 
vantage and profit could be g lined by the Il­ 
lumination of Streets, private houses, public 
buildings, and mines, with the new electric 
light. 
In the latter, ll most prove Invaluable, 
as no explosions need ever be feared from it, 
od these lanterns will born equally as well 
under water as In a rood.

and the speed, with a folding screw propeller,

C|> ty.the present tint*, a* 1* well known, 
the electric light baa been used only for light­ 
houses, as an electric sun illumination far síg­ 
nale, or j n the stage, where a stroqg light may 
be required without regard to coat; but thus 
far it has been quite impossible to employ it 
for lighting streets or housee. 
By the old 
method the electrie spark Was passed Let ween 
two points of charcoal, eact£aUached to a cop­ 
per wire connected with an electric-magnetic 
machine. The disadvantages attending this 
moda consisted in the fact that for each light 
a separate machine was required, and that the 
Ught so obtained, although very powerful, was 
impossible to be regulated, besides being non- 
coutiuuous, owing to the rapid consumption 
of the charcoal points from exposure to the 
air. 
All these difficulties Mr. A Ladignin, of 
St. Petersburg, Russia, has tried, and appar­ 
ently overcome most successfully. 
By this 
n8wly-iavented method only one piece of char­ 
coal or other bad conductor la required, which, 
being attached to a wire connected with an 
electro-magnetic machine, is plrced in a glass 
tube, from which the air is exhausted and re­ 
placed by a gas which will not at a high tem­ 
perature combine chemically with the cbar- 
coaL 
This tube is then hermetically scaled, 
and the machine being^et in motion by means 
of a small steam-engine, the charcoal becomes 
gradually and equalfy heated, and emits a soft, 
steady, and continuous light, which, by a 
most simple contrivance, can be strengthened 
or weakened at the option of those employing 
it, its duration being dependent solely on the 
electric ctirrent, which, of course, w ill last as 
long at the machino is kept in motion. 
Tak- 
log into consideration the fact that one ma­ 
chine, worked by a small three-horse j»ower 
engine, is capable of lighting many hundreds 
of lanterns, it is evident that an enormous ad­ 
vantage and profit could be g dned by the il­ 
lumination of streets, private houses, public 
buildings, and mines, with the new electric 
light. 
In the latter, it must prove invaluable, 
as no explosions need ever be feared from it, 
and these lanterns will burn equally as well 
under water as In a room. 
Without mention­ 
ing the many advantages this mode of illu­ 
mination has over gas, which by its unpleas­ 
ant odor and evaporation is slowly poisoning 
thousands of human beings, and from which 
explosions are frequent, we can state that, by 
calculations made, ttjis electric light cat be 
piodiced at a fifth of the cost ef coal gas.— 
We hope shortly to place before the public 
more complete particulars, as well as reports 
of further experiments which are proposed to 
take place in Vienna, Taris, and London.—

Our Judiciary. 
Tile lawyers of New York city, or so many 
of them as compose the Bar Association, hold 
u special meeting on Thursday night to listen 
lo an address by the Chairman of its Execu­ 
tive Committee on what action it i? hest to 
advise the people of tlii? stale lo take respect­ 
ing our judicial system. 
The address was 
vicar, sound and sensible. 
It took the only 
ground which, in remembrance of all the fact* 
bearing on the subject, it is possible for any 
intelligent sane person to take. 
We must 
change from the elective to the appointing 
system. 
The Judicial system of no slate 
with anything like the power aud importaaea 
of ours has li eu so fluctuating and feeble. 
Duriug Hie same period la which Massachu­ 
setts bas bad ouly eighteen Supreme Court 
Judges, and England only forty-one, there 
hare been in this state one hundred and sixty 
judges of the same grade and one hundred and 
twenty-one in the Court of Appeals. These un­ 
fortunate if not disgraceful figure? stand 
us a consequence of our frequent changes un­ 
der the law. 
We mutt not expect too mucb 
of human nature, and therefore have no rea­ 
sonable right to be disup|>olutcd lf we find an 
elected judge doe# not forget when on the 
bench the political and social force? which 
gave him that position. 
The method that el­

The 
greetiug and enthusiasm of the dense masses 
who summoned him from his quiet post-pran­ 
dial cigar were unquestionably the result 
which the inspiration of his presence always 
produces. 
But like a cat, or an acrobat in 
prime of life, 
Andy, when metaphorically 
thrown in air, never fails to alight squarely 
upon his feet. 
He had a speech just in readi­ 
ness for vocal birth. 
The address was replete 
with appropriate and time-honored truths. 
Never since the perished days of the deceased 
political fathers was an oration pronounced 
more illustrious with the subtlety of a states­ 
m ans insight, or better strengthened with all 
the unassailable verities. Mr. Johnson made a 
passing allusion to that obsolete 
instru­ 
ment, the Constitution, in terms lit to melt 
the heart of any American short of an office­ 
holder. 
With words and personal aspect fair­ 
ly Ciceronian he denounced the “ lurking trea­ 
son in the heart of Rome.” Uuder the gloomy 
shadow of the Despot’s freshly-painted palace 
no ignoble fear of what i’owcr might do to 
him prevented his intimating to the people 
that one man at least must die for them. 
At 
times Mr. Johnson excited the pattiotic indig­ 
nation of the plastic populace to a violent de­ 
gree, as he told them aoout the rights of which 
they had been defrauded, of the sacred safes 
of the Treasury plundered of tho printed cer­ 
tificates of their toil and sweat, of the disgust­ 
ed and humiliated Bird of our Freedom drag­ 
ging bis spiritless tail through the poisoned 
scum of Congressional ditch-water, of a once 
hallowed Constitution lorn from its archives 
and trampled under foot of—but why attempt 
to describe the whirlwind or catch the pathos 
oí broken-hearted patriotism in a wretched 
snare of phrases? since the halcyon days w hen 
he 3wcetly swung around the circle never once 
ha3 he been more completely himself. 
Andy 
spoke of the one term principle, and favored 
making that term one and indivisible and six 
years long. He also hinted that it would be bet­ 
ter to so amend the judiciary system as to have 
three classes of judges,each class to be elected 
at the time of the electiou of a President.— 
This little arrangement, he thought, would do 
away with the temptation to Senators to buy 
their seats; which temptation Mr. Johnson 
tearfully admitted had at times been too much 
for the senatorial virtqe. Once more, with ges­ 
ticulation and tone that would have remind­ 
ed his hearers of the manner of the Hebrew 
prophets, 4f any of the crowd had been old 
enough to have been present when those ven­ 
era tile gentlemen foretold troubles and woes 
in prospect, the statesmen of Tennessee warn­ 
ed h¡3 audience aud the nation against abso­ 
lutism and tyranny, which he said was possi­ 
bly nearer at hand than any of them dreamed. 
Then, with that indescribable fatherliness so 
characteristic of him when he talks to and 
about “ tho people,” he assured his hearers of 


bis undying lore and insisted on bis willing- 
ue«3 to ‘leave tbe Constitatiou in tbeir bands, 
wbcre be ko»w it would be salo.” Having 
spoken more than two hours, upou invitation 
of some friends Mr. Johnson, ejaculating a 
fervent and pious “ God bles9 you,” went In 
and took a glass of Bourbon. 
The inconsis­ 
tency of drinking liquor of that name wliiie 
holding extreme antagonistic views as to tbe 
lineal rights of king3 did not appear to strike 
the ex-Pre3ideat antil after he had swallowed 
It; when he Jocoaeljr remarked os he accepted 
another glass, “ Well, this is the only form in 
which Bonrbonism agrees with the Constitu­ 
tion.” th en everybody smiled.

•• Tbe Pope’s constant daily dress," writes 
Anna Brewster from Rome, “ is a lorn; white 
soutane, made of a special kind of white cloth, 
very soft and fine, and without lustre. 
I had 
one of these in my hands; its texture to the 
toucli resembles very fine, delicate peaxt d e 
Suede. 
The winter 
ones are, 
of course, 
heavier than those for summer, though of the 
same stuff. 
These soutanes are made with a 
pelerin or small, round cape, and they reach 
to the feet. 
The sleeves are loose, lined with 
silk, and turned back as a cuff at the wrist. 
Each one costs ábont $80. 
His Holiness uses 
five of them in a year, on account of their be­ 
ing soiled by the snutT which he takas in large 
quantities for hygienic 
reasons. 
They are 
white, and the snuff of course drops ou the 
fronts and soon spots them. 
Tho Pope is 
cleanliness itself; unlike most Italians, ‘clean­ 
liness is next to godliness’ with him, ami he 
will not wear a soiled garment. 
Besides these soutanes he wears a large 
round crimson cloth mantle; this is a very 
rich and handsome article *f dress, and costs 
$160. 
The Pope’s tailor is Raffaele Giomiu, 
Via Cesarini, No. 92. 
His shoemaker lives in 
Via Goverdo Vecchto. 
I forgot his name. 
Each pair of shoes, o r “ muie3,” as thev are 
called, cost3 from $25 to $30. 
They are* also 
of red cloth, ore bordered with gold, and a 
cross is embroidered, en bossc, or high relief, 
on the front, in gold. 
His Holiness uses six 
pairs a year. 
In summer and autumn the 
Pope wears fine cotton stockings, with fine 
delicate white silk over-stockings; in winter 
liis stockings are of cotton and silk spun and 
woven together, and are worn without the 
over-stocking. 
These mixed stockings come 
from Flanders, and cost from $5 to $6 a pair, 
and they ore made expressly for tho n»cof his 
Holiness.

A Tress reporter called at the 
office of the Albany Iron Works yesterday af­ 
ternoon, and inquired about the reduction of 
pricer aud the prospects of the opening of the 
mill! at an curly day. 
He was informed that 
no scale of prices had yet been made out and 
no proposals made to the mea to go to work. 
In speaking of a reduction, we wish to cor­ 
rect an impression that has, for some reason, 
gone abroad amoug the workmen and others 
at the factory. 
The Messrs. 
Burden have 
been charged with forcing the other nulls 
to go in with them and redact* the prices 
of the manufacture of iron, and that they 
have given the men notice of a reduction. 
Some of our colent|K>rarice, in noticing the 
closing of the mills, make do distinction, hut 
say that the mills will ruu if a reduction is 
made in the wages. 
The only thing to be said 
to put this whole m atter right is that the story 
bas been told backwards. 
Reductions have 
been or will be made in wages at the Albany 
Iron Works aud at the works of Messrs. Gris­ 
wold A Co. 
The Messrs. Burden never gave 
their men uottco of a redaction, never bad 
any conference with either theAbiany or Rens­ 
selaer works about if, and do not intend to 
have any. 
Whatever those mills do they will 
do on their own account. 
Let us say to the

Pilot Bell of the steamer Powell complains 
in the Troy Press that he is unnecessarily de­ 
layed by the draw of the lower Albany bridge, 
which does not open soon enough to suit him. 
Owing to the sudden i linees of MLss Kel­ 
logg, she did not appear in Troy Wednesday 
evening, and “Marita na” was substituted for 
“Martha,” much to the disappointment not 
only of the Trojans, but of several Albanians 
who went up to hear the charming prima 
donna. 
John Cary, a lumberman of West Troy, on 
Thursday caused the arrest of Hugh Kelley, 
of Albany, for cutting up a piece of timber 
valued at $20, which was carried from a raft 
at Troy by the freshet, on Tuesday. Justice 
McNamara held Kelly to ball to answer a 
charge of petit larceny. 
Thursday morning, while a stone weighing 
about three hundred pounds was being put 
in position at the new Capitol it fell, striking 
upon a scaffold on which two masons and a 
laborer were at work. The scaflold gave way, 
and the stone, scaflold and men fell together. 
John Sands, laborer, bad his left arm frac­ 
tured by the stone and was badly bruised by 
falling timbers. A mason named McCauley 
was severely injured on the knee. Sands was 
taken to bis home on Jefierson street, and at­ 
tended by Dr. Bouiware.

Important Freighting Transfer. 
Yesterday Homer Ramsdell purchased from 
Doughty, Cornell A Co. of Poughkeepsie their 
propeller, the J. L. Hasbrouek, and their real 
estate in that city, consisting of a dock front­ 
age of five hundred feet at the “Upper Land­ 
ing,” and several large storehouses, Mr. 
Ramsdell to take possession on the first of 
February next. The Hasbrouek will be fur­ 
nished with new boilers, masts«and other ap­ 
pointments to make her a? good as new. The 
purchase wa3 made as a preliminary arrange­ 
ment to the proposed consolidation of the two 
large freighting establishments of Poughkeep­ 
sie—those of Doughty, Cornell A Co., already 
referred to, and Gaylord, Doughty A Co., the 
owners of the propeller D. S. Miller, and real 
estate in Poughkepsie consisting of a dock 
frontage of 150 feet at the Main Street Land­ 
ing, the steamboat landing there, and the 
hotel on '.he dock. The two properties are 
valued at an aggregate of $300,000, and this 
will be the amount of the capital of the new 
stock company which it is proposed to organ­ 
ize for the carrying on of the freighting, tow­ 
ing and other business heretofore carried ®n 
by the two concerns. 
The consolidation will give rise to a more 
efficient and permanent towing arrangement 
for llomer Ramsdell A Co.’s Daily Line of 
Barges between this city and New York, and 
is thought to be the most desirable way of 
perpetuating the perfect control of navigation 
here early and late in the season. 
nomer Ramsdell A Co. ’s business in this 
city will be conducted »3 heretofore, and will 
not be aflected by the proposed consolidation, 
except in the matter of improving the towing 
arrangements for their barges, as stated. 
The property at the Upper Landing in 
Poughkeepsie is situated at the probable tide­ 
water terminus of the Poughkeepsie A East­ 
ern Railroad, when that road shall have been 
extended to the Hudson River. Among the 
buildings on this dock is a very large structure 
four stories high, for the storage or hay, and 
containing a hay presser. 
The transfer is one of the most important 
that bus occurred anywhere on the river front 
for some years, and fairly identifies Ilouaer 
Ramsdell with the freighting business of 
Poughkeepsie, and perhaps also with the rail­ 
road interests of that city. The boats owned 
by the stock company in which he will be a 
principal owner and manager are among the 
largest and most powerful of their class on 
the Hudson.—Newburgh Journal.

This morning the sky was clouded and look­ 
ed dangerous; the weather report was about 
as uncertain, so the [sporting men began to 
look anxious and troubled at the prospect.— 
The unfinished race of Thursday was finished 
In the tnorning, Major King winning with ease, 
la 2:36}, Mollic Smith having been withdrawn 
because of lameness or too bard work, or 
something that perhaps wa? better known to 
the driver than outsiders. 
In the afternoon, though the wind was rath­ 
er cold and now and then a slight fall of rain 
came, everything passed off quietly and pleas­ 
antly. The attendance was good as usual, 
and the trotting much better than on the pre­ 
vious days of the fair. 
The first race of the afternoon was for a 
purse oí $300 for 2:50 horses, best three in 
five in harness. There were thirteen entries, 
but only the following named horsas started: 
J. Keator’s brown gelding Harry; C. Ken tor's 
bay mare Mag Tammany; J. J. Hornbeck's 
sorrel gelding Dan, and A. Norris’ brown 
mare Lady Eramn. This race was a m03t 
spirited one, the horses being well matched 
and trotting so evenly they were often three 
abreast coming up the home stretch. 
First Heat—Harry had the pole, Tammany 
second, Dan third and Emma fourth. At the 
first quarter half mile, Emma took the lead, 
Tammany and IlarryJ following close, while 
Dau came behiud. On the hack stretch Dan 
crowded up and passed Harry, and coming up 
the home stretch Emma, Tammany and Dan 
were side by side, and kept their positions 
until they reached the back stretch,wheu Dan 
and Tumrauny fell back a little. Coming for 
the score the race wa3 a hot one, but Emma 
crossed first, Tammany second, Dau third 
and Harry fourth. Time 2:50. 
Second lleat—Emma had the lead but 
broke, when Dan pulled ahead but left his 
feet on the lower turn, when Tammany and 
Emma passed bim in succession. As they 
came past the judges’ stand the first half mile, 
the horses were well in together, and in going 
down the back stretch they still trotted so 
closely for a quarter of a mile it looked liko a 
four-in-hand. Coming up the home stretch 
Harry fell behind and the other three con­ 
tended sharply every inch of ground until 
they crossed the score, Tammany first, Emma 
second, Dan third and Ilarry fourth. Time 
2:49.Third Heat—After considerable scoring the 
horáes were sent off, Emma ahead, hat she 
broke near the quarter, when Dan and Tam­ 
many came up, and the struggle betweeu the 
three was kept up on the lower turn, while up 
the home stretch the first half mile they trotted 
side by side. On the back stretch Dan took 
the pole, and the horses were all in a bunch 
at the lower turn. Coming up »hc home 
stretch Dan. Emma and Tanmiuny trotted 
so close a blanket would have covered them. 
Dan crossed the score a ueck ahead in 2:50}, 
Emma second, Tammany third and Harry 
fourth. 
Fourth Heat.—Emma led until the horses 
turned in the home stretch the first half mile, 
when Tammany took the lead, Emma second, 
Dan third and Harry trailing far in the rear. 
On the back stretch the horses crowded close 
together and kept theirplaccs until they came 
up the home stretch, when Emra t and Tam­ 
many took the lead, and side by side fought 
for the score. Tammany won by half a 
length, Emma second, Dan third, on a run, 
and narry fourth. Dau was put back to 
fourth place for running. Time 2:52. 
Fifth Heat.— Emma led until '.he horses 
came up the home stretch, wheu she broke 
and Tammany shot ahead, taking tho pole 
and keeping it until they turned in the home 
stretch the last half mile, when Emma closed 
on her and when the two crossed the score 
there was hardly a head between them. Tam­ 
many first, Emma second, Harry third and 
Dan fourth. Time 2:51. 
The second race was for a purse of $300,free 
for all. best three in five in harness. In this 
race there were seven entries but only two 
started, J. J. Hornbeck’s sorre! gelding Major 
King,and D. Jenkiu’sgrey stallion Joe Brown. 
In this race the big gray won in three straight 
heats. His record of 2:26 at Catskill having 
already informed the public he could outfoot 
the little sorrel, there was but light pool sell­ 
ing. Major King however followed him close, 
and notwithstanding he had trotted in a race 
in the morning, forced the gray to trot the 
first beat in 2:31, the second in 2:30}, and tho 
third in 2:29. In the last two heats Major 
King was only beaten by half a length.

The Flint Civil Damage Cane in Nnu- 
gertie». 
The first case in this town under the civil 
damage iiqaor law passed last winter was 
brought before Samuel Merclcan, Esq., by a 
Mrs. Malloy, of Quarryville, against Mrs. 
Rourk, of tho same place. It is alleged that 
Mrs. Rourk sold liquor to the husband of this 
woman, by which he became intoxicated and 
in consequence thereof negleeted to provide 
for his family. The act is very severe in its 
provision!!. It provides that “ every husband, 
wife, child, parent, guardian, employer or 
other person who may be injured in person, 
property or means of support by any intoxi­ 
cated individual, shall have a right of action 
against any one who, by selling or giving 
away intoxicating liquors, causes in whole or 
in part such intoxication. The penalty in Jus­ 
tices’ Courts is not to exceed $500. Any 
property-bolder who rents or knowingly per­ 
mits the occupancy of his building for sale of 
liquors is also liable.” The case has not been 
tried yet. Joseph Smith and J. F. Bookstaver, 
wo understand, are employed by the plaintiff, 
and Mr. A. C. Griswold, of Catskiil, t.y the 
defendant.—Saugcrties Telegraph.

The Closed K ills—The ReducedJK*rice». 
The Troy Frcss of Saturday evening says: 
It is dull and lonesome at the factory at this 
time. Not a particle of work is doing, save 
now and then a teamster climbs the hill with 
a load of coal. A Press reporter called at the 
office of the Albany Iron Works yesterday af­ 
ternoon, and inquired about the reduction of 
prices aud the prospects of the opening of the 
mills at an early day. He was informed that 
no scale of prices had yet been made out and 
no proposals made to the meu to go to work. 
In speaking of a reduction, we wish to cor­ 
rect an impression that has, for some reason, 
gone abroad among the workmen and others 
at the factory. The Messrs. Burden have 
been charged with forcing the other mills 
to go in with them and redace the prices 
of the manufacture of iron, and that they 
have given the men notice of a reduction. 
Some of our cotemporaries, in noticing the 
closing of the mills, make no distinction, but 
say that the mills will run if a reduction is 
made in the wages. The only thing to be said 
to put this whoie matter right is that the story 
has been told backwards. Reductions have 
been or will be made in wages at the Albany 
Iron Works aud at the works of Messrs. Gris­ 
wold k Co. The Messrs. Burden never gave 
their men notice of a redaction, never bad 
any conference with either theAlbany or Reus- 
8elacr works about it, and do not intend to 
have any. Whatever those mills do they will 
do on their own account. Let us say to the 
workmen at the fuctory aud all others inter­ 
ested, that we have good authority for stating 
that the above reports are false. The reason 
that the Burden mills are closed is because 
there is no demand for iron, the market being 
exceedingly dull. They can give no idea when 
they will again start work. The mills are 
closed, and will remain closed until the irou 
market shows an improvement. 
Messrs. Griswold have made out their new 
scale of price3 on which they propose to run 
the mills. A reduction of fifteen per cent, on 
the wages of last summer is made, which is 
about eight or ten per cent, less than the 
price* paid last winter. The men of the 
Rensselaer mill have not given au answer to 
the notification. The steel works men say 
they will not work at so great a reduction. 
Tho above proposition is final on the part of 
the proprietors; and, should the mills start 
up. they will reserve the right to close them 
without notice at any time a very short de­ 
mand may make it necessary. If the men re­ 
fuse to accept the reduction, the mills will 
close and keep closed until business start? up. 


A Farce of a Race. 
On the ship Mediator, lying at the foot of 
Washington street, and receiving her engines 
from the works of Messrs. Ward, Stanton k 
Co., are two New York ship carpenters that 
were made the victims of a farce on Monday 
by their fellow workmen. One is the boss 
joiner, and the other’s name might be Smith, 
but it ain’t. They each agreed to row a boat 
race for ten dollars a side in the pelting rain 
on Monday. The boats were procured, and 
when all was in readiness they started. One 
found it mighty hard work to pull his boat at 
all, and the other one could not keep bis boat 
straight. It kept turning around in spite of 
his superhuman efforts with one oar to 
straighten it. While pulling he exerted him­ 
self so hard that he upset the craft and tum­ 
bled himself into the river.
